THE APPEAL OF TYNER. 


Nearly a weefc ago, Mr. James M. 


Tyner, former -assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the postoffice department ad- 
dressed a pathetic appeal to President 
Roosevelt to correct the wrong which 
tbe latter had done by charging him 
with corraptioB in office, a charge of 
which ae was acquitted when brought 
to trial his innocence being establish- 
ed mainly by tbe testimony of witness- 
es for the government The -guilt o! 
Tyner was heralded to tne world 
the president several months "before 
the accused had an opportunity to se- 
cure a hearing in court, and it wni be 
remembered xb&t in that remarkable 
statement, Mr. Roosevelt publicly de- 
clared taat gross corrapiucn had goce 
-o» for years in Tynertt office, and he 
himself wits the chief offender, and. 
was paid by criminals for permission 
to fleece tbe public. But as we have 
already said Tyner was tried and ac- 
quitted largely upon the testimony of 
the witnesses for the prosecution. He 
nas been vindicated so far as the 
courts are concerned, but as yet he 
has not obtained redress for the tre- 
mendous injury done him through the 
official statement of President Roose- 
velt, and it is not likely that he will 
Set any, because the president is that 
character ot a man who thinks that 
adherence to an error shows strength, 
«nd a correction of it weakness. H be 
were capable, however, of being gov- 
erned by a sense of right and justice 
ne would reply tc Tyner'a ajrpeaf with 
a Irani asatement that ne had been 
mistakes, and that the ' Innocence of 
.the man he had accused was beyond 
auestion. If such a statement were 
issued accompanied by suitable ex- 
pressions of regret it w<wld complete 
the vindication of a man who has ap- 
parently bee 
great wrong. 


The fact is that the appeal of Tyner 


is for Just such a statement from the 
president at we have described. He 
has addressed to Mr. Roosevelt a long, 
open letter, which Is exceedingly pa- 
thetic in its earnestness, as he points 
out that he has received aU the vindi- 
cation that the law can give, but is 
aW without the one that alone can 
effectively clear his name of the 111- 
reputo into whica it was brought by 
the official declaration aiade by U»<* 
president. We are quite sure that ail 
brave and honest men will agree that 
It is the duty of the president to issue- 
a public retraction of tbe charges ne 
made so freely, and which were based 
on nothing more substantial or con- 
vincing than the report of a subaltern 
in the postoffice department It is true 
that Tyner has been vindicated by the
